Tin roofs have been laid and haye been held in high 
esteem practically ever since tin plate came into being 
as a practical commodity. They have al- 
Tin Roofers’ “#YS been regarded highly, because of 
Blunder. their fire résisting; water shedding, 
cleanly. and enduring qualities, and 
nothing has ever stood in the way of their uni- 
versal use save the item of their cost as related to 
shingle and other cheaper forms of roof covering. 
Tin as a roof covering has never been discredited 
until quite recently,’ when a sharp reaction’set in. The 
causes aré in no way attributable to a lack of merit in 
tin roofs in the abstract, but to conditions that have 
arisen in the roofing trade and methods of securing 
and handling contracts or orders.' The coming into 
the market of other forms of acceptable roofing that in 
addition to a merit of cheapness in cost of both ma- 
terial and application were in the hands of practical 
business: men, who skilfully pushed them by corre- 
spondence, personal solicitation, generous advertising, 
and other methods of popularization, naturally this 
cut into the demand for tin roofs and as whatever was 
thus cut out of the market reduced the tin roofers’ 
field of operation correspondingly, and a fierce compe- 
tition for business ensued, during which profits were 
destroyed, quality in materials and workmanship were 
sacrificed to the last degree, and vicious methods of 
cnpetition were put ‘into practice among rival tin 
‘ers the reactionary features of which were such 
(its culmination could not fail of disaster to all con- 
ccned. With other resources at an end roofers began 
‘ igorously attack the quality of each other’s roofing 
p! c; justly, no doubt, in some cases, owing tothe 
« raded condition of the cheapest brands that upon 
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truthfully as-to others; the best suffered along with 
the worst, and in the attack and counter attack the 
laws of progression naturally prevailed and soon prac- 
tically the effire tin roofing craft Was involved in a 
scandalous and ridiculous campaign of backbiting and 
lies that threw a blight of suspicion over every known 
brand of roofing plate and the tin roof in the abstract 
concomitantly, What a foolish situation is here pre- 
sented. 

Like that snake that bit its own tail and swallowed 
itself inch by inch until there was nothing at all left 
to show that his snakeship had ever existed, the tin 
roofing industry begun to swallow itself. 

As a result the tin roofing business is, as it were, 
“on its uppers”; Outside roofing interests in felt, 
slag, tar, rubberoid, and other things are not slow in 
appreciating the opportunity, and a general cry is 
sent up and sediously egged on against the quality of 
American tin plate in general. 

“The horse is stolen” and the entire tin roofing in- 
dustry is looking for the key to lock the barn. The 
real facts that underlie the situation are these. The 
tin roof was always an excellent proposition and it is as 
good a proposition to-day as it ever was in its long his- 
tory. There was never any better tin plate made in the 
world than is now made in America. All tin plate is 
not alike in value and quality. All American tin 
plate is not alike. All American roofing tin plate is 
not alike, and the error herein chronicled lies in the 
matter of selection, the failure to adapt proper means 
to ends. Tin roofers have prostituted their calling by 
a shameless selection and use of materials that they 
knew were unfit for the purpose for which they were 
used, and by damning by misrepresentation that which 
they knew possessed the standard of excellence in the 
“dog in the manger” battle for patronage. 

Tin masters are not blameless for the condition now 
prevailing. Ordinary foresight would, it would seem, 
have disclosed the outcome of: such vicious measures 
as were pursued in the tin roofing business. Ordinary 
calculation would have foretold disaster to tin makers 
in an inevitable collapse of the roofing plate market if 
a continuance of worthless tin roof making was al- 
lawed. In its present crystallized and unified form the 
tin industry of America is and has been in a position 
to regulate this matter and to preserve the tin roofing 
industry. from threatened extinction. If the cond!- 
tions have been such that less tin must have been ex- 
pected to go into roofing they should have known it 
and regulated the volume and the quality of thei 
roofing output to the end of conserving a distinctl) 
valuable interest in their own behalf: There will al- 
ways be a good tin roofing industry in America, and 
there will be as good tin roofing plates to be had as 
the world ever knew and of American manufacture. 
Evidently a readjustment in the affairs of the tin roof- 
ing industry is essential to its future preservation. 
Likely this will come in self-regulating measures. 

Indeed the advance action in such a movement is 
to be found in the discussion and in the adoption of 
finging resolutions by the National Association of 
Master Sheet Metal Workers at their recent conven- 
tion at Indianapolis, and in subsequent action by the 


occasion were resorted to, but wholly unjustly and un- 
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association in the direction of gathering accurate roof- 
ing data for promulgation from all possible sources, 
the information desired. being along the lines herein 
indicated. 

The relative value of good tinplate, and slag, tar 
and gravel, and other composition roofings.

Whatever effort is made in this direction by this 
society is wholly worthy of a full measure of encour- 
agement by all interests involved, as the movement is 
certainly the correct one to the end directed, and it 
behooves every tin roofer to enter into correspond- 
ence with President Edwin L. Seabrook, Philadelphia, 
Pa., who is directing the inquiry. 

If the business is crowded it will eventually prune 
itself to proper proportions. If through competition 
with other classes of roofing or for other reasons the 
volume of roofing to be done in tin is lessened the 
trade should adapt itself to the changed conditions 
and endeavor through honest effort to regain the good 
name of the tin roof. With judicious and honest 
handling and with the proper appreciation and sub- 
stantial encouragement of American tin makers the 
industry may not only be preserved, but may be put 
upon a better and more profitable footing than has 
been its. lot for many years. Nothing in roofing is 
more meritorious in all ways than a tin roof correctly 
made and laid and containing absolutely good mate- 
rials. It can never compete in price with a straw 
thatch, a sod thatch, a rag covering or even a shingle 
roof; it is not expected to do so. Honest work and 
fair profits will recover its good name, and proper 
methods of popularization will no doubt place tin at 
the top of the list of desirable roofing.

SWEEPING aside certain individual considerations 
that are of but local import other than to fruitlessly 
prolong argument, there remain but two 
vital points for consideration in the 
proposition making for a general ad- 
vance in the price of stoves at the foun- 
dry, namely; the influence of such action as it relates 
to the trade of the manufacturer individually con- 
sidered, and the influence of the same action, as it re- 
lates to the business welfare of the retail stove mer- 
chant, individually considered. 

Now to the end that both of these two stated parts 
of the proposition may be duly and fairly considered, 
let us bring them up into the light and carefully ex- 
amine them both, separately and conjunctively. 

For more than a year past iron and every other 
item used in the making of stoves has increased in 
price, steadily and repeatedly. The margin of profit 
in stove-making is much lower than it should: be, and 
because of such increases in costs of making as had 
occurred up to that time, it became a positive neces-

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sity that the price of stoves must be increased to pre- 
serve any profit whatever for their makers, action was 
taken in Decethber last and the price of all stoves was 
advanced only five per cent, in spite of the fact that 
market conditions clearly indicated future advances in 
the costs of all supplies that. would quickly absorb 
the gain secured in the increase in price decided upon. 
What was then indicated as a future possibility -in the 


‘continued increase in the cost of stoves at the foundry, 


now presents itself as hard, crystallized fact, and ‘in 
cold figures quite beyond: the December calculations, 
and to-day finds the slight gain of five per cent in 
prices of stoves secured in the December action, more 
than absorbed in the ruling markets for all kinds of 
stove-making commodities, and an even more threat- 
ening outlook for immediate future costs of materials 
is apparent than was presented in December last. 
During a year past, dating from the present writing, 
the actual advance in the cost. of stoves at the foundry 
has been between thirteen and fourteen per cent as 
correctly averaged from fresh computations gained 
from some of the best informed computers of stove 
costs in various sections and with due consideration 
accorded to large and moderate outputs, which do not 
vary greatly under any conditions when all well under- 
stood contingencies are weighed. In the action of 
December last five per cent of this has of course been 
recovered, but the remaining eight or nine per cent 
is not only bitten out of the manufacturer’s profit, but 
the failure to recover it by marking up the goods has 
held the actual value of stocks of stoves already in 
the hands of retail stove merchants down to a level 
of approximately ten per cent below their real selling 
value to them. 

The real bugaboo among stove makers when ad- 
vanced prices are under consideration, is the fear that 
some other maker whose stoves cost the same but 
who contents himself with a slightly inferior profit 
may not come up to the line of advance, and may, 
therefore, endeavor to cut into the trade of estab- 
lished patrons, and, no doubt, there have been occa- 
sions when this plea was a valid one, but with condi- 
tions such as have existed for a year, and exist right 
now, this argument lacks force, for the reason that no 
manufacturer is exempt from the full measure of the 
increase in cost, hence the relations of all remain un- 
changed and it is a matter of fact that a number of 
concerns that have been looked upon with suspicion i 
this exact direction, have found it necessary to ste) 
right out and increase prices by independent action 
in order to save their limited profits from utter extinc- 
tion. : 

A logical consideration of the whole matter as 
presents itself to-day, brings unerringly these result- 
Because of an increased cost that curtailed pro! 
greatly, a general advance of five per cent was nece: 
tated and was made by stove manufacturers, in | 
cember last. No disarrangement of trade relations 
sulted and since that date regardless of most 
favorable weather conditions, buying at the advan 
price by retailers has been freer than has been kno 
for the same period for a number of years. If 
advance in the price of stoves was then justified by 
then existing cost conditions, a like advance is 0 
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than justifiable now by the cost conditions that now 
prevail. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN treated this mat- 
ier editorially in its laSt issue from: the manefacturers’ 
standpoint and showed just what. the advanced costs 
of materials were and to-what extent. by percentage 
each article had been increased in cost, so there is no 
lack of concise information in the trade regarding 
what should be done. Already the southern stove 
manufacturers have made a general advance of five 
per cent in prices of stoves. Louisville makers. have 
done likewise. Eastern Pennsylvania makers have 
done likewise, and many stove manufacturers in differ- 
ent parts of the country, acting independently, have 
withdrawn quotations and increased all prices five per 
cent. Maryland and Virginia manufacturers, acting 
together ata meeting in Baltimore, advanced prices 
five per cent on September 28th. 

If there is any really valid excuse for the delay in 
making the advance in stove prices general it has not 
been disclosed to us. We are now in close touch 
with the stove-making industry of the entire country 
upon this very subject and have a mass of correspond- 
ence that has come to us in relation to the question of 
an immediate increase in prices, from all classes of 
stove manufacturers, from the greater, to the lesser in 
capacity, wisdom and experience, and by these we 
are assured of the positive necessity of an immediate 
advance in stove prices at the foundry, to an extent 
of not less than five per cent. That this is a practically 
unanimous sentiment among the stove manufacturers 
of the country is evidenced by the fact that in the vast 
number of responses to our inquiry the dissentors may 
be counted upon the fingers of one hand. The ad- 
vance in stove prices has already begun. In behalf 
of both manufacturers and retailers let the action be 
made complete and unanimous. 

As to its effect in the affairs of the retail stove 
merchant, the proposition to increase the price of 
stoves slightly is practically devoid of complexities. 
At this time his stove stock is pretty well in, or is 
covered by orders therefor, and these goods will not, 
of course, carry the increase in prices, but instantly, 
in event of an increase in prices, everything in his 
stove line on hand and contracted for, increases in 
value. The country is prosperous to an unexampled 
degree; crops are wonderfully abundant and _ profit- 
able; there is plenty of money in circulation every- 
where, and retail buyers are prepared to pay better 
prices for everything than have heretofore prevailed, 
and moreover the best argument the retail merchant 
‘an ever bring forth in negotiating sales is the firm 
and advancing market. Stability in home competitive 
costs and prices is the prime desideratum of the me- 
thodical and successful retail merchant, to an extent 
regardless of exact equality thereof, in the local com- 
peting field, minor inequalities in costs being readily 

rcome by skillful methods of merchandising, so 

ig as the relative competitive situation remains un- 
nged. While this is true as to goods of quite 
ple character, it is essentially true as to stoves, 
ich have in themselves widely differing elements 
ompetitive character. Almost universally the retail 
‘chant controls for his field of operations, the 
kes of stoves he carries, and thus through a pre- 
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served identity of wares, he is enabled to push his 
stove specialties without much interference and build 
up a patronage for them, of such proportions that no 
trifling increase in cost to him will induce him to 
abandon so long as the relative cost conditions be- 
tween his goods and his neighbor’s remains un- 
changed. 

In another part of this issue this subject is taken 
up in connection with extracts from letters from rep- 
resentative stove manufacturers. 





IRON WARDROBES IN GERMANY. 

A German firm is achieving success in the sale of 
wrought iron wardrobes. They are supplied in four 
different sizes. The great advantages the wardrobe 
possesses are extreme durability, convenient ventila- 
tion and cleaning, and ease of transportation. The 
door is made of wire netting, and as the top slopes 


obliquely, the contents are visible at all times. 


NEW IRON AND COAL BEDS. 


From recent consular information we learn that it 
is quite generally believed throughout the North that 
the region in the vicinity of Hudson Bay is destined 
to become more famous for its mineral wealth than 
either the Yukon, British Columbia or the new El- 
dorado at Cobalt. There has also been, and for some 
years past, an impression prevailing in that region that 
coal existed somewhere on the Hudson Bay slope. 
This has lately been verified by the finding of exten- 
sive anthracite beds in the neighborhood of Albany 
river, a stream which forms the dividing line between 
Ontario and Keewatin. The full significance of these 
discoveries can only be realized when they are consid- 
ered in conjunction with the vast deposits of iron ore 


throughout the northern part of Ontario.

GROWING IRON. 





According to a paragraph in Knowledge, the Frank- 
lin Institute has awarded a gold medal for a new 
process by which iron can be made to “grow.” The 
process is said to consist in several times heating the 
iron to a certain critical temperature and cooling it 
between times, whereby the astonishing result is ob- 
tained of increasing the iron to nearly half as large 
again. It is reported that two identical castings were 
made, and one reserved for comparison, while the 
other was subjected to this new treatment. One side 
of each was machined and polished. so that examina- 
tion of the grain and structure might be made, but 
little difference could be discerned except in point of 
size, which: was very marked. The weight of the 
swelled casting was identical with that of the one with 
which it was compared, but in all other respects the 
metal appeared to be of similar character. After this 
one is not surprised to learn that important practical 
applications have already been found for the remark- 
able discovery; indeed, new uses suggest themselves 
instantly to the mind. The story is so extraordinary, 
however, that it may be accepted with some hesitation 
until confirmation is afforded. 
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THE COST AND THE PRICE OF STOVES. 


For several weeks the market signs, together with a 
noticeable uneasiness among stove manufacturers in 
regard to the rapidly advancing cost of all classes of 
stove making materials, has indicated a coming gen- 
eral advance in prices of stoves at the foundry. Be- 
lieving that such a move could hardly be avoided, and 
also believing that if possible the real facts in the case 
should be laid before the retail stove trade of the 
country in advance of promised action for the con- 
summation ‘of an increase in price THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN addressed to all stove manufacturers in the 
country the following explanatory and interrogatory 
letter. Following this there was published in our issue 
of September 22 an editorial relating to the situation 
under the heading, “The Cost and the Price of 
Stoves.” 

Responses have come to us from a little more than 
four-fifths of the stove manufacturers addressed, and 
all states are represented in the replies. A very im- 
pressive unanimity pervades the entire correspond- 
ence as to the necessity for an increase in prices, a 
prompt increase in prices, and an increase of 5 per 
cent. There are some variations in replies to ques- 
tions 2 and 3 of our letter shown- herewith, but a 
very great majority stand for a 5 per cent increase and 
immediate action. With one exception none favor an 
advance of less than 5 per cent. We would like to 
publish all the letters and append the writers’ names 
but lack of space forbids the former and our definite 
promise not to disclose the names of writers forbids 
the latter. Following is our letter: 

“Gentlemen : 

“In view of the very substantial aggregate advance 
in cost of all materials and supplies used in the manu- 
facture of stoves, of the details of which you are doubt- 
less informed; the necessity for an increase in the 
price of stoves seems apparent. 

“With a view to editorial treatment of the subject 
that will prepare retail stove dealers for such action 
as seemingly must come in the matter of a general 
advance in the price of stoves, THe AMERICAN 
ARTISAN is by this means seeking information from 
stove manufacturers on the subject as stated. 

“Will you kindly favor us promptly with a letter giv- 
ing your views and therein embody replies to the fol- 
lowing questions? 

“tT. Do you think an advance in the price of stoves 
necessary ? 

“2. How much in percentage should prices be ad- 
vanced ? 

“3. Should the advance in prices be arranged 
now ? 

“4. What (in percentage) is the increase in‘ cost of 
stoves within the last twelve months? 


“Your name will not be made use of in any way in 
this connection.” 


From Illinois. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Your inquiry at hand with reference to our views as to 
the necessity of an advance in prices of stoves, owing to the 
increased cost of» manufacture. 

It is unnecessary to call the attention of such close observ- 
ers of market conditions as yourselves to the increases. that 
have occurred during the past number of months in many 
grades of material. As you are, of course, aware, there was 
a’5 per cent aavance in stove prices made last fall. In our 
opinion, the advance at that time was not great enough, and 
should have been 10 per cent, instead of 5 per cent. The in- 
creased costs really necessitated a 10 per cent advance, and 
if that had been made, it probably would not have been 
necessary to make a further advance this year. 

We have made a careful computation of the increase in 
cost, and we know the cost prices are so near the net cash 
received for the goods that there is really little profit in the 
business. We feel it is necessary that an advance in selling 
prices be made, of approximately 5 per cent. Costs have in 
creased during the past twelve months close to I§ per cent.

To Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to yours of September 16th, asking for our views, 
we would say that the steady advanced cost of material seems 
to render an advance in the price of stoves absolutely un 
avoidable, and we believe an advance is fully and entirely 
justified at this time.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Your letter to our company under date of September 151 
is received. I feel so deeply interested in the importance 
the questions that-you advance that I make bold to write \ 
a personal letter on the subject. 

After a careful investigation, based upon an extended 
quiry by correspondence with many of the trade, and cover 
a wide extent of territory, I have reached the conclusion t 
an advance in the selling price of cooking and heating sto 
is most generally recommended. 

It is universally admitted that the advance made du: 
the present year has entirely been absorbed by the increa 
cost of all material, as well as the increased wages in e' 
department. It has been stoutly maintained by careful 
servers in the craft that an advance will be absolutely ne 
sary to make the year 1907 at all remunerative; and it ¢ 
without saying that such an advance can more easily be 
in force and maintained this fall, while business is active 
the demand greater than the immediate supply. 

In computing the cost of manufacturing stoves, ‘we | 
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been apt in the past to base our assumption mainly on the 
price of pig iron. This rule, if applied at the present time, 
would be, to a great extent, misleading; for the value of the 
pig iron used in the construction of a stove represents the 
minor portion of its cost, as the wages paid for labor in con- 
strueting the stove make thé major portion of the valuation, 
In calcylating the present cost of labor, the demand for 
shorter hours must be considered, as well as restrictions 
placed upon the output.of the individual worker; for these 
conditions tend greatly to lessen the producing power of 
present facilities, thereby increasing the ratio of general ex- 
pense. 

To sum up the case, can it be admitted by any reasonable 
mind that the stove of the present, with all its improvements 
and embellishments, when compared with the stove of a few 
years ago, and considering its cost of production, is too high 
in price for the present purchasing power of the public? 

In these latter days, few, if any, stove manufacturers have 
made large fortunes in prosecuting their business; in fact, 
the profits in the business have never been sufficiently large 
to make those interested abnormally rich; and many of the 
older members of the craft can recall the severe times of 
depression which but a few years since swallowed up any 
surplus which may have been accumulated and threatened the 
existence of many a strong and successful organization. In 
the fullness of time such conditions must necessarily occur 
again. The time is now ripe to prepare for such an emer- 
gency; and without prejudice to the interests of our custom- 
ers, we are fully justified in taking a position which is both 
reasonable and warranted. 

From New York State. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Replying to your several inquiries in your letter of the 15th, 
would state, first, we think an advance in the price of stoves, 
if not necessary, is fully warranted by the increased cost of 
material and, in many instances, of labor. 

We figure the increased cost at about 7% per cent in 1906, 
as against 1905, computing iron at the price quoted to-day, 
which is clearly an advance of $4.00 per ton. We believe the 
advance in prices should be arranged now, to take place later 
on in the fall, so late as not to materially interfere with the 
arrangements of the dealers this year, but with a view of its 
being enforced in the year to come. 





From Ohio. 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In view of present conditions with pig iron and sheet 
iron showing an. advance of something like 35 per cent, it 
would seem that stove manufacturers should advance at 
least § per cent, and 10 per cent would be really about the 
right figure. 

We consider that an advance is necessary, and our 
thought is that the advance should be 10 per cent. 

We should favor an immediate advance, because if a 
change is announced to take place later on, there are al- 
ways a number of stove manufacturers who are most ready 
to go out and take business for future delivery at old 
prices. This isa hardship upon the dealer who feels he is 
entitled to the necessary advance, and we certainly think we 

entitled to it at this time. 

We figure that our increase in costs during the past

We do not see why they, meaning the stove manufac- 
turers, should give away rightly what they are entitled to 
Everything that goes into the manufacturing of stoves is 
cash or 30 days; then why give from 4 months to a year’s 
time. 

The profit in stoves is not so large as to warrant any 
such time, and jt is only a case where the stove manufac- 
turer is furnishing the capital for the dealer to discount his 
other bills and make money out of our money. We for one 
will not stand for anything of the kind from Jan. 1st next, 
and if the association will honestly come out and stand for 
this, we think it the proper time and say nothing about in- 
crease and then not to be false their agreement. 

It would mean more than 5 per cent of a raise, as it 
would mean a great deal less in losses and a great dea! more 
money in the pocket of the manufacturer. 

They all know what we say is true, and if the big fel- 
lows will put this in. vogue and not put stoves out on con- 
signment it would tend to improve our business very much 
and then leave out a little of the selfishness of which we 
find there is a great deal. 

It will be better for all concerned, and as there is only 
so many stoves sold a year, and if prices were only half 
what they are now there would not be any more sold at 
that.

in Fig. 1 is shown an elevation of a blower to cover 
an opening for a fire-place, being arched over with a 
half circle and the blower showing a segment of a 
circle in plan. This problem can only be correctly de- 
veloped by triangulation. After drawing the elevation 
and plan divide one-half of plan into equal spaces and 
also half of elevation from B to C into the same num-

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gram of triangles; from 2 of Fig. 2 strike arc at 3 with 
radius equal to 2” to 3” of diagram.

THE PIG IRON SITUATION. 

Pig iron still rules very high in all the markets and 
in the scarcity of available pig for present needs or for 
the needs of the balance of the year is a matter of 
rather grave concern to melters. The great prosperity 
of the country has led to demand for iron products 
to an extent that has absorbed practically all the pig 
on hand and under contract by melters covering the 
remainder of the year and the urgency of present re- 
quirements presents a most unfavorable situation for 
them. There is less pig in furnace yards and in the 
yards of melters at the present time than at any period 
in many years and, naturally, foundry men are nerv- 
ous as to the prospect before them. No contracts are 
being awarded for 1906 and the pushing into the first 
and‘ second quarters of 1907 has crowded the first 
quarter’s capacity of furnace output to an extent that 
has stiffened the market for that period greatly and 
to an extent stimulates the market for the second quar- 
ter. Pig for present delivery is commanding a pre- 
mium of $1 to $1.50. Founders who melt for export 
products are looking for supplies to English markets 
for relief, figuring that the tariff drawbacks allowed 
will permit profits by this action. , 

No new purchases of foreign foundry metal have 
been made by domestic consumers for home use, but 
unless the English and German iron markets advance 
materially within the next few days such transactions 
ate likely to be made, as domestic prices are rapidly 
soaring above those asked for foreign metal.

HARDWARE. 

Increased price quotations covering  practicall) 
everything included in hardware lines, has stimulated 
buying to a remarkable degree. Retailers’ orders have 
shown steady increases of late and the volume of or- 
ders booked for delivery at the present time and in the 
immediate future is greater than has been known for 
the same period for many years. 

The condition of present hardware prices and the 
threatening outlook for prices of the future are leading 
strong retailers to cover future requirements well in 
advance and in turn jobbers are protecting themselves 
by contracts with their sources of supply. 

As a rule, stocks of hardware goods in the hands 
of manufacturers are unusually light, so light indeed 
in many instances that much delay is occasioned in 
delivery to jobbers. The fall and winter seasons prom- 
ise phenomenal trade in all hardware lines. 

Sheet copper and bottoms have advanced to Ic. 
Quotations have been withdrawn on spades and shovels 
and a higher trend \is indicated in many other fea- 
tures. 


PIG TIN STRONGER. 

Leading operators in the London pig tin market, 
who also control the New York spot situation by con- 
tinued heavy speculative purchases in that center, have 
caused net advances of 5s in spot and 12s 6d in nearby 
deliveries, the spot price closing at £186 5s and futures 
at £185 10s. The Singapore pig tin market also reg- 
istered a net advance of 7s 6d, closing with spot offer- 
ings on the basis of £185 17s 6d c. i. f. London. 

Leading New York importers and dealers have held 
their prices on spot metal very firmly on the asis of 
40.40¢c and 40.45c. A sale of 10 tons of sopt tin was 
effected on the local Metal Exchange at 40.40c and 
later in the day several lots of spot metal were mar- 
keted at 40.40c and 40.45c, while a few purchases were 
also made for deliveries throughout the remainder 0f 
this week at similar figures.

BARS AND SHEETS. 
Business in iron bars continues active and the n 
munt price is now $1.00 per 100 Ibs., Pittsburgh 
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experiencing little difficulty in obtaining the $1.60 rate 
for their product, Premiums of a dollar a ton are not 
unfrequently offered to secure prompt shipment. One 
sheet mill has announced an advance of $1 per ton, 
otherwise price conditions are practically unchanged. 
New tonnage continues in heavy proportions. Slow- 
ness Of deliveries is noticeable, eight weeks are re- 
garded on black and twelve weeks on galvanized 
materials, 

Steel sheets are also in active demand and premiums 
of $1 per ton are being secured by the mills on the 
heavier gauges. The appalling scarcity of domestic 
tin plates for prompt delivery has also resulted in the 
importation of Welsh plates for home consumption and 
further importations of foreign tin plates are expected 
daily,

COPPER STRONG. 

While several moderate-sized tonnages of electro- 
lytic copper were contracted for by domestic consum- 
crs lor deliveries during January, February, March 
and April of next year on the basis of 195<c and 
%4¢ per pound, few additional purchases of this 
Stade were made by home melters for deliveries 
ighout the remainder of this year because of the 
act that very little metal was available for such ship- 

On the small lots of electrolytic which were 
cd for November and December deliveries 1934c 
ven 19%¢c were easily secured, while on trans- 
is for deliveries within the next 30 days 20c 
ie prevailing figure. European consumers con- 
| to place orders here for shipments in Novem- 
ecember and January on the basis of 197¢c and 
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20c per pound and on shipments in October these for- 
eign interests willingly paid 20'4c. Lake grades also 
sold for deliveries in December, January and Febru- 
ary, on the basis of 20c, while premiums of %c were 
secured on deliveries throughout the remainder of this 
year. Casting grades were firmly held at 19%c for 
prompt and nearby deliveries, and at 19'4c for far- 
distant shipments. 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port: Pig iron business is still on the high gear, so to speak. 
During the week there has been a noticeable call for spot 
iron in small lots. The demand for soft foundry iron and 
high Silicon metal can only be described by that overworked 
word, “strenuous.” As a matter of fact a great many fur 
naces are in trouble, and consumers who have bought what 
they expected they would need are not getting their fuil 
quotas on contracts. Then it is an undeniable fact that nine 
consumers out of ten are using more iron than they antici- 
pated, so that their previous purchases are not enough to 
cover their increased requirements. This larger consumption, 
coupled with slow shipments, is rapidly bringing about an 
acute condition, which will undoubtedly grow worse as the 
year progresses. The railroads are doing better than some 
weeks ago, but they are not making any phenomenal time in 
handling freight. 

For next year the price of No. 2 foundry ranges from 
$15 to $16, but for spot shipment $17 seems to be the usual 
figure. These prices are f. o. b. Birmingham. 

The bulk of the business actually done has been for deliv- 
ery over the first half of next year. There is a constant 
and steady buying from day to day that amounts to a heavy ‘ 
tonnage. In addition a good part of the low-grade iron m 
the South has been taken up. The demand some time sirtce 
was altogether for the high foundry grades, so that there 
was quite a surplus of low-grade iron, but pipe-making and 
other interests using this iron have now absorbed it, so that 
practically very little is left. From the seller’s standpoint 
the situation could not be .more favorable. 

Rogers, Brown & Company in their weekly report will 
say: There is increasing interest in business for the first 
quarter and first half of next year, and buyers are in the 
market for considerable tonnage during this period. Sales 
have been made during the week covering these deliveries 
and prices received have been without concession. Available 
stocks in furnace yards and on hand with consumers are 
smaller than ever before, and the outlock for distinct shortage 
during the balance of the year is most pronounced. There 
will, of course, be iron available from time to time for spot 
sale and shipment, but it will only be that made by furnaces 
over and above what they have expected to make during the 
same period.’ The total output figured as available for 1906 
has been disposed of. There is still considerable irregularity 
in prices, particularly on what spot material is available. 
Prices for next year’s delivery are more uniform. 

Reports of scarcity of labor and car shortage come from 
all sections and figure very largely in the quantity of raw 
material furnished furnaces, as we!l as the proper transporta- 
tion of manufactured output. As the inclement weather of 
this time of the year approaches, these conditions will be 
emphasized. 

Basic iron has been’ an interesting feature and there has 
been activity in its sale. The demand has been strong and 
a large tonnage for delivery during the balance of this year 
was called for, with only a part of it found available. Several 
large sales of this class of iron have been made in the Bir- 
mingham. district. 

Coke is in good demand and prices strong. There is a 
reported decrease in production during the week in the Con- 
nellsville field and other districts have suffered from lack of 
cars to move the output. More serious, however, than the 
car shortage is the present scarcity of labor in all districts. 
Where in past years the car situation was the one most 
largely to blame for unsatisfactory supply of fuel, now the 
lack of labor completely overshadows the usual source of 
trouble.
